Smedstad operates in the Brocket 
district. The radius rod of their 
car dropped down and the machine 
turned over, pinning the boys be- 
neath it.

REPRESENTATIVES 


Brighton, Eng., Oct. 1.—Two 
further results of his journey to 
Canada to bolster trade between 
Britain and the Dominion, were re- 
vealed by Right Hon, J. H. Thomas, 
lord privy seal and minister of em- 
ployment, speaking at the Labor 
party’s annual conference today. 

Mr. Thomas announced that, first, 
he will meet répresentatives of the 
Canadian wheat pool in London next 
month, to discuss bulk purchase of 
wheat; and, second, he had brought 
back to England samples of Nova 
Scotia coal which were being tested 
to see whether a mixture of British 
and Nova Scotia coal would not 
prove better than either grade alone. 

To Solve Troubles 

Winnipeg, Oct. 1—(By Canadian 
Press.)—Purchases of wheat by Bri- 
tain’s government will probably be a 
topic of the conference of wheat pool 
representatives in London soon with 
Right Hon. J. H. Thomas, lord privy 
seal and minister of employment. 
Although wheat pool heads were 
silent today regarding the meeting, 
it is known that the bulk purchase 
plan is looked on as a last means of 
solving troubles arising out of grain 
congestion at Montreal. 

Suggestion of the bulk purchase 
conference follows outright declara- 
tion of Canadian disapproval for a 
plan for storage of grain in British 
elevators. It was said that Mr, 
Thomas planned to construct cleva- 
tors in Britain as a means of provid- 
ing work for unemployed and of 
bringing about a steady flow of 
grain from Montreal elevators to 
Britain, But western grain men did 
not hesitate to say that they would 
not support any scheme for trans- 
ferring their grain to Britain for 
storage. 

Purchase of wheat in bulk by the 
British government, should such be 
decided on, is an entirely different 
matter, in the opinion of the grain 
inter ; 

While storage in Britain would 
mean that prices would drop, the 
grain men hold, no disadvantage 
would result from wheat purchased 


by the British government being 
transferred in bulk lots to new 
elevators constructed on the other 
side.

SAVE WHAT YOU HAVE 
PRODUCED 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
The chief object in maintaining an 
apiary is to produce a crop of honey, 
this is not usually done simply for 
the fun of doing it but for the rev 
enue that can be obtained for the 
honey after it is produced. A crop 
of honey represents a certain 
amount of investment and labour ex- 
pended and for which one naturally 
desires to reap adequate returns. 
Unfortunately, however, this hope 
is not always realized because a 
portion of the crop produced is too 
often allowed to go to waste and the 
labour of producing it receives no 
rewards. Honey is a_ perishable 
article and unless it is properly 
cared for after being harvested it 
will soon ferment and spoil. 
what is produced by first allowing 
all honey to become thoroughly 


ripened before it is removed from! 


the bees. Unripe honey quickly fer- 
ments and spoils, after it is extract- 
ed. Honey that is fully ripened when 
extracted will spoil if stored in un- 
favourable conditions. Remember 
that honey contains the necessary 
elements for fermentation 
kept in conditions favourable for the 
growth of the ferments, spoilage 
quickly occurs. The honey should 
be extracted, strained and canned as 
soon as possible after it is removed 
from the bees and then stored in a 
cool, dry place. Comb honey must 
be stored in a warm dry place to 
prevent loss. 
extracted honey, a considerable 
amount of wax is also produced 
sometimes running up into several 
hundred dollars worth. Render the 
cappings and discarded combs at the 
end of the season, or store them so 
that they are safe from rodents or 


wax moth. A little care given to 
the storage of honey or wax may 
turn loss into gain.

TION—FOOD FADS 
| - 
| The individual who desires to live 
‘a healthy life and to eat as he should 
|finds it difficult to decide as to his 
proper food because of the number 
|of fads which are shouted from the 
housetops and advertised in  strik- 
}ing and convincing ways. It is not 
possible even to mention all the food 
fads in a brief space, let alone to 
attempt to discuss them. Merely a 
few of the outstanding fallacies of 
the claims will be mentioned in order 
to guide the reader in considering 
this important subject. 

That one individual apparently 
prospers on an unusual diet is no 
reason for believing that such a diet 
is generally suitable, any more than 
it is reasonable to say that all men 
should be marathon runners because 
one man does well on that type of 
exercise, There is no evidence to 
show that vegetarians enjoy better 
health, or that they live longer than 
those who use meat. It has been 
pointed out that two of the most 
remarkable recent medical discover- 
ies—liver extract as a treatment for 
pernicious anaemia and insulin for 
the treatment of diabetes—are two 
extracts of meat which are life- 
saving. 

There is no scientific evidence 
which supports the idea that cancer 
has anything to do with the use of 
refined foods, such as white bread, 
or the eating of meat. There is no 
foundation for what is called the, 
dangerous food combination, which 
is based upon the idea that certain 
foods should not be eaten together, 
as one interferes with the digestion 
of the other. There is no need to 
eat one particular feod in order to 
secure some constituent, such as 
iron or calcium. There is no objec- 
tion to these foods, but it is a 
variety of foods, including milk, 
green leafy vegetables and fruits, 
which ensures a sufficient quantity 
of minerals and vitamins for the, 
| adult.

For shipping dressed poultry to 
|market the most popular package 
is the box holding one dozen carcas- 
ses. That is the opinion of Mr. F. 
C. Elford, Dominion Poultry Hu 
bandman, as expressed in Bulletin 
No. 20 of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa. Standard boxes 
are made in different sizes so as to 
pack birds of different weights. It 
is recommended that such boxes are 
used and such packing employed as 
will ensure the birds fitting tightly, 
so as to avoid shifting about in the 
journey to market.

Philip Mishi, a German young 
man who has been about a year in 
Canada, alleges he was brutally at- 
tucked and robbed of about $100, 
Briday morning, by two men in the 
brash near Willow Creek, northeast 
of Macleod, 

According to Mishi's story it 
would appear that the three men had 
been harvesting tovether near Nan- 
ton, and came to Macleod on Thurs- 
day night. Thomas Watts of 
Spokane, and Wm. Powell of Lamly, 
B. C., were the other two men, and 
Watts, having been a former re 
dent of Macleod, knew the country 
well. Mishi si they induced him 
to walk out to this lonely spot with 
the idea of looking for work. Mishi 
says while he was lying down taking 
a drink at the creek, Watts and 
Powell held him down and tied up 
his legs, robbing him of his monc y 
and brutally smashing his face. 

Mishi managed to get back into 
town and reported the occurrence to 
Chief of Police Pringle, Sergt, Vise, 
of the A. P. P., being out of town at 
Edmonton, Chief Pringle at once 
rommunicated with A. P, P. head- 
euarters at Lethbridge, and a num 
her of constables were soon on the 
search for the culprits. Chief 
Pringle worked constantly on the 
search till noon Saturday, when he 
found the men at the farm of Mrs. 


Parley MeMurray, Orton, about 
eight miles east of Macleod. They 
gave Mrs. MeMurray a tale that 
they wanted to go over to Pearcs 


station and begged the loan of her 
Ford car. They were in the act of 
leaving when Chief Pringle cauvht 
them.

ABLE BRITISH SETTLERS 


Montreal, September 30th.—Plans 
for considerably increasing the flow 
of suitable British settlers to Can- 
ada were discussed at the annual 
conference of officials of the Colon 
ization Department of the Canadian 
National Railways, which was held 
at the headquarters offices in Mont- 
real recently.

Decorative Bulb Planting 

This is the last chance to make 
sure of a fine display of flowers 
from bulbs next Spring. Tulips, 
Jonquils, Daffodils, Snowdrops and 
should be secured im- 
mediately and planted so that they 
will be able to establish themselves 
before Winter sets in and be all 
ready to spring into flower shortly | 
after snow disappeaars seven} 
months hence. Many kinds of these 
Spring bulbs are well adapted for 
planting in the grass along the, 
driveway or walks, or here and there 


through the lawn. Some people 
make a practise of throwing the 
very early Spring bulbs, such as 


crocuses, over their shoulder on to 
the lawn and of planting wherever | 
they fall.
